REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TOWN  LIBRARY 


The  library  committee  wishes  to  express  its  gratitude  and 
appreciation  to  Miss  Hubbard,  who  this  year  retired  as  librarian 
after  eleven  years  of  faithful  service  and  untiring  devotion  to 
the  interest  of  the  library. 

We  were  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of  Miss  Langdon 
Bellows  as  Miss  Hubbard's  successor. 

From  the  state  library  we  have  made  available  to  the 
townspeople,  for  a  nominal  fee.  phonograph  records  of  famous 
symphonies  and  operas.  A  permanent  musical  library  has  been 
started  through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Esther  Hamill  who  has 
given  us  thirty  classical  records. 

The  committee  especially  thanks  Mis.  A.  P.  Davis,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  A.  M.  Bragg  and  Mrs.  Leach  of  Bellows  Falls  in  giving 
their  services  to  make  successful  the  children's  story  hours 
which  were  held  in  connection  with  Children's  Book  Week  and 
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the  Christmas  Festival.  In  the  near  future  Miss  Bellows  plans 
for  another  of  these  hours.  The  Girl  Scouts  assisted  in  decorat- 
ing the  library  for  the  Christmas  season. 

We  have  obtained  125  books  from  the  Public  Library  Com- 
mission and  other  libraries  when  these  books  were  not  available 
from  our  own  shelves. 

The  number  of  books  taken  from  the  home  library  was 
11,815  of  which  6,687  was  adult  fiction,  1,292  non-fiction,  with 
3,836  juvenile  and  827  magazines. 

212  books  have  been  added  this  year,  25  were  gifts.  We 
have  purchased  142  for  the  North  Walpole  Branch.  The  circu- 
lation there  has  increased  this  year. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  gift  of  books 
and  magazines  to  Miss  Pierce,  Mrs.  Burroughs,  Mrs.  Hamill, 
Mrs.  Podwin,  Mrs.  Howland,  Mrs.  Mason,  Mrs.  Davis,  The 
Keene  Christian  Science  Society  and  the  Book  Club.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Walpole : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  ENROLLMENT 

Two  new  teachers  were  elected  to  fill  vacancies  occurring 
in  the  teaching  staff. 

Mr.  Edward  W.  Foss  received  appointment  as  full  time 
teacher  of  agriculture.  Mr.  Foss  graduated  from  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire  in  1932.  He  attended  three  summer  sessions 
at  Cornell  L'niversity  and  served  as  teacher  of  agriculture  for 
three  years  at  Central  High  School,  Sand  Lake,  New  York. 
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Miss  Muriel  Clark  was  employed  to  succeed  Mrs.  Mildred 
Sullivan  who  resigned  as  teacher  at  Number  14  school.  Miss 
Clark  graduated  from  the  three  year  elementary  curriculum  at 
Gorham  Normal  School  and  did  practice  teaching  under  super- 
vision in  the  schools  of  Portland  and  Gorham. 

The  aim  of  the  supervisory  program  in  our  schools  is  im- 
provement in  the  quality  of  instruction.  There  are  several  prin- 
cipal factors  influencing  the  attainment  of  this  objective  which 
are  fundamental.  Most  important  of  these  are :  the  selection  of 
qualified  teachers,  the  improvement  of  teachers  in  service,  the 
organization  of  a  definite  program  of  studies,  and  an  adequate 
supply  of  suitable  instructional  equipment. 

Only  teachers  who  are  especially  prepared  by  education 
or  experience  are  recommended  for  teaching  positions  in  the 
schools  of  the  supervisory  union.  Our  teachers  are  generally 
interested  in  professional  growth  and  have  manifested  this  in- 
terest by  regular  attendance  at  teachers'  institutes,  by  reading 
professional  magazines  and  books,  or  by  attendance  at  summer 
school  sessions.  Our  experienced  teachers  have  been  interested 
in  keeping  their  teaching  procedures  up-to-date  and  in  con- 
formity with  accepted  educational  practice. 

The  work  in  each  school  is  conducted  in  accordance  with 
a  definitely  prepared  program  of  studies  which  is  designed  to 
assure  thoroughness  of  instruction  and  continuous  progress  in 
the  work  of  each  grade.  Reports  indicating  the  scope  of  work 
covered  by  each  teacher  are  made  periodically  during  the  school 
year.  The  content  of  these  reports  is  compared  with  the  general 
requirements  for  the  grade.  Any  unusual  variation  from  the 
established  standards  of  attainment  is  investigated.  Standard- 
ized tests  are  given  to  determine  individual  and  group  progress. 
Deficiences  in  the  fundamental  subjects  are  discovered  through 
the  use  of  an  established  diagnostic  testing  program.  The  re- 
sults of  these  tests  supply  the  basis  for  a  period  of  corrective 
instruction  which  is  conducted  in  each  school. 
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In  general,  our  schools  are  well  supplied  with  suitable 
working  equipment.  During  the  past  few  years  special  empha- 
sis has  been  placed  on  building  up  the  programs  in  reading  and 
arithmetic.  Most  of  our  schools  are  now  adequately  supplied 
with  up-to-date  text  books  in  these  subjects.  Consideration  is 
now  being  given  to  a  general  adoption  of  new  books  in  history 
and  geography.  Such  new  adoptions  have  been  planned  to  ex- 
tend over  a  period  several  years  in  order  to  distribute  the  ex- 
pense and  to  keep  within  the  regular  school  appropriations.  In 
some  of  the  schools  of  the  union  there  is  a  need  for  more  refer- 
ence material  for  use  with  the  work  of  the  upper  elementary 
grades.  This  material  and  wall  maps  which  are  likewise  essen- 
tial, have  been  purchased  within  the  limitations  of  the  district 
budgets. 

For  several  years  the  teachers  in  the  three  high  schools  of 
the  supervisor}^  union  have  met  at  two  or  three  scheduled  meet- 
ings during  the  fall  term.  These  meetings  are  devoted  to  a  dis- 
cussion of  administrative  policies  and  teaching  procedures  of 
common  interest.  This  year  special  reports  were  presented  by 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Randall  and  Miss  Eleanor  Harris  of  Keene  and 
by  Mr.  James  Boyde  of  Concord. 

Two  general  group  meetings  were  scheduled  this  year  for 
the  teachers  in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  supervisory  union. 
These  meetings  were  devoted  princiaplly  to  a  discussion  of 
reading  readiness,  primary  methods  in  reading,  the  reading 
program  for  the  intermediate  grades,  and  remedial  reading.  Dr. 
Mary  E.  Elliff  spoke  on  these  topics  to  the  teachers  at  both 
meetings.

The  total  registration  in  the  Number  14  and  Walpole  Vil- 
lage schools  has  been,  for  a  number  of  years,  much  larger  than 
the  enrollment  indicated  at  any  one  period  during  the  school 
year.  The  total  registration  at  Number  14  school  up  to  January 
first  was  thirty  pupils  with  an  enrollment  of  twenty-seven  pu- 
pils during  the  latter  part  of  the  fall  term.  At  the  Walpole  Vil- 
lage school  the  registration  during  the  fall  and  spring  terms  is 
usually  much  larger  than  the  enrollment  during  the  winter 
months.  The  registration  at  the  other  schools  has  remained  com- 
paratively staple  during  the  course  of  the  school  year. 

SAFETY  AND  HEALTH 

Over  a  period  of  several  years  much  attention  has  been  di- 
rected to  the  importance  of  the  health  and  safety  of  our  school 
children.  Supplementary  readers  designed  to  emphasize  the 
fundamentals  of  both  health  and  safety  have  been  introduced 
into  the  reading  program  of  the  elementary  grades. 

The  larger  buildings  are  provided  with  fire  alarm  systems 
and  emergency  exits.  All  buildings  have  panic  locks.  Fire  fight- 
ing equipment  has  been  added  and  conveniently  placed  in  all 
school  buildings  of  the  district.  Fire  drills  are  held  regularly. 

Pupil  safety  patrols  have  been  organized  at  Walpole  and 
North  Walpole.  The  pupils  serving  on  these  patrols  have  been 
very  conscientious  in  the  performance  of  their  assignments.  The 
supervision  of  traffic  at  the  cross  walks  is  being  done  in  a  very 
commendable  manner.  As  a  special  measure  for  the  safety  of 
pupils  in  transportation,  the  school  board  has  provided  for  the 
periodic  inspection  of  the  school  busses  serving  the  district.  A 
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patrol  member  is  assigned  to  each  school  bus  for  the  protection 
of  pupils  who  are  required  to  cross  the  road  at  the  regular  bus 

stops. 

A  hot  lunch  which  is  intended  to  supplement  the  pupils' 
regular  lunch,  is  served  during  the  winter  months  to  about 
thirty  pupils. 

Health  inspection  in  Walpole  showed  the  following  defects  : 

239  pupils  were  inspected. 

12  pupils  showed  defective  vision — uncorrected. 
148  pupils  were  in  need  of  dental  care. 

7  pupils  were  unvaccinated — without  proper  excuse. 
15  pupils  were  advised  to  have  throat  and  nose  examina- 
tion by  a  physician.

The  walls  in  the  boys'  and  girls'  toilet  rooms  of  the  primary 
building  and  the  walls  in  the  boys'  toilet  in  the  main  building 
were  painted. 

The  walls  in  the  lower  back  hallway  of  the  main  building 
were  refinished. 

All  outside  doors  were  painted. 

Electric  clocks  were  installed  in  the  grade  7  and  grade  8 
rooms. 

A  supplementary  fire  alarm  bell  was  installed  in  the  science 
laboratory. 

The  boilers  in  the  main  and  primary  buildings  were  flushed 
and  cleaned.  The  furnace  in  the  manual  training  building  was 
repaired  and  cleaned. 

Repairs  were  made  to  the  heating  systems  in  the  main  and 
primary  buildings.  Emergency  exits  and  metal  fire  escapes  were 
installed  on  the  main  and  primary  buildings.  About  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five  feet  of  the  old  fence  on  the  school  property 
line  was  replaced. 
Hooper  Building : 

Wood  floors  refinished  throughout  the  building. 

Stairway  treads  and  risers  varnished. 

Plaster  walls  and  ceiling  in  library. 

Class  room,  boys'  toilet,  and  kitchenette  were  refinished. 

North  Walpole : 
Keep  Building. 

The  ceilings  and  walls  of  the  class  rooms  were  painted  and 
the  woodwork  was  varnished. 

The  radiators  and  light  fixtures  were  given  a  coating  of 
bronze. 
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The  boiler  was  painted. 

The  blackboards  were  resurfaced. 

Benches  were  supplied  in  the  cloak  rooms  for  the  conveni- 
ence of  the  small  children  when  putting  on  and  taking  off  their 
snowsuits,  rubbers,  and  overshoes. 

Kilburn  Building : 

The  ceiling  in  grade  8  room  was  replaced  by  a  new  steel 
ceiling. 

The  plaster  walls  and  ceiling  in  the  lower  hallway  and  in 
grades  5,  6,  and  9  were  painted. 

The  surface  coating  on  the  desks  in  the  high  school  rooms 
were  refinished. 

Electric  clocks  were  installed  in  the  high  school  rooms. 

All  school  clocks  were  cleaned,  repaired,  and  regulated. 

The  boiler  was  painted. 

The  blackboards  in  all  rooms  were  resurfaced. 

Playground  : 

The  school  yard  and  playground  were  graded.  A  new  drain- 
age system  for  the  school  ground  and  athletic  field  was  installed 
which  included  nine  new  catch  basins  and  a  new  outlet  for  the 
drainage  area. 

Drewsville : 

The  school  building  and  flag  pole  were  painted. 

The  ceiling  and  plaster  walls  in  the  school  rooms  were 
painted ;  the  woodwork  was  varnished. 

The  furnace  and  stove  pipe  were  painted. 

The  desks  were  varnished. 

The  swing  standards  and  teeter  board  were  painted. 
Number  14 : 

Running  water  for  drinking  purposes  was  installed  by  con- 
necting with  the  Hubbard  Farms  water  system  at  the  corner 
of  the  school  lot.  A  drinking  fountain  of  the  bubbler  type  was 
installed. 

The  desks  and  book  cases  were  stained  and  varnished. 

The  teeter  boards  and  swing  standards  were  painted. 
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The  school  playground  was  cleaned  of  old  and  fallen  trees 
and  the  holes  thus  caused  were  filled  with  gravel  and  covered 
with  loam. 

MUSIC 
Music  is  being  taught  in  all  the  Walpole  schools  by  Miss 
Evelyn  Brinton  assisted  by  the  teachers. 

In  addition  to  teaching  the  reading  of  notes  and  the  funda- 
mentals of  composition,  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  develop 
an  understanding  of  and  appreciation  for  good  music,  both  vo- 
cal and  instrumental. 

The  Walpole  orchestra  with  a  membership  of  twenty-four 
has  had  a  very  active  year.  It  has  appeared  before  several  or- 
ganizations in  the  community  and  at  the  various  school  func- 
tions. Five  members  from  this  group  attended  the  activities  at 
the  All  State  Musical  Festival  in  Concord. 

The  organization  of  a  band  of  sixteen  pieces  is  a  new  devel- 
opment in  the  activity  program  of  the  music  department.  The 
success  of  both  of  these  worthwhile  ventures  will  depend  large- 
ly upon  the  continuation  of  the  private  classes  which  have 
been  organized  for  the  study  of  instrumental  music. 

The  choral  group  of  the  Walpole  High  School  sponsored 
the  operetta  "The  Old  Fashioned  Charm."  This  group  also  sang 
at  the  graduation  exercises. 

At  North  Walpole  the  high  school  group  presented  the 
operetta  "It  Happened  in  Holland/'  They  were  assisted  in  the 
program  by  the  combined  orchestra  composed  of  pupils  from 
Walpole  and  Alstead. 

Music  afternoon  programs  were  conducted  by  the  No.  14 
Drewsville,  North  Walpole,  and  Walpole  schools.  These  pro- 
grams have  been  very  well  attended  by  parents  and  friends. 

Other  groups  which  have  been  organized  and  have  either 
made  or  plan  to  make  public  appearances  are:  the  boys'  choir 
at  North  Walpole,  the  mixed  sextette  at  Walpole,  and  the  sev- 
enth grade  Glee  Club  at  North  Walpole.

The  registration  record  indicates  an  increase  of  ten  pupils. 
There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  tardi- 
ness. The  number  of  pupils  with  a  perfect  record  of  attendance 
has  more  than  doubled.  The  percentage  of  attendance  was  unu- 
sually high  and  exceeded  the  average  for  the  state. 

I  wish  to  make  grateful  acknowledgment  for  the  follow- 
ing contributions  to  the  schools  of  the  district : 

The  sum  of  $51.39  was  raised  and  contributed  by  a  number 
of  individuals  and  organizations  of  the  town  for  the  purchase 
of  twenty-one  raincoat  outfits  for  the  pupil  safety  patrol.  The 
organizations  contributing  to  this  fund  were  the  Walpole 
Grange,  the  Ladies  Aid  Society,  and  the  Walpole  Branch  Alli- 
ance. 

Nine  books  on  subjects  of  historic  interest  were  presented 
by  the  Abigail  Stearns  Chapter,  D.  A.  R.,  for  the  use  of  the 
Circulation  Library.

WALPOLE  HIGH  SCHOOL

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Headmaster  of  Wal- 
pole High  School. 

REGISTRATION 

Summary  of  the  first  twenty  weeks  of  the  school  year,  1939- 
1940.

The  high  school  enrollment  equals  that  of  last  year  when 
the  highest  total  was  recorded.  Six  withdrawals  were  due  to 
change  in  residence,  two  found  desirable  employment,  and  two 
because  they  were  not  interested  in  continuing  their  education. 

Our  tardiness  record,  showing  only  nine  cases,  is  especially 
commendable.  In  both  high  and  junior  high  a  very  fine  record 
of  attendance,  well  above  the  state  average,  has  been  maintain- 
ed. This  is  an  improvement,  especially  in  the  senior  high  school 
where  a  gain  of  four  percent  over  a  year  ago  has  been  attained. 
This  is  indeed  a  credit  to  the  pupils  and  parents  who  have  co- 
operated to  make  possible  this  excellent  record. 
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ALUMNI 

Six  members  of  the  Class  of  1939  are  gainfully  employed 
either  in  AValpole  or  nearby  towns,  two  are  preparing  for  nurs- 
ing at  Brattleboro  Memorial  Hospital,  one  is  attending  Baypath 
Institute,  two  are  members  of  the  entering  class  at  Keene 
Teachers  College,  one  is  attending  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  one  graduate  is  at  Green  Mountain  Junior  College. 

One  member  of  the  Class  of  1938  has  entered  Baypath  In- 
stitute. One  member  of  the  1937  class  is  attending  Simmons  Col- 
lege after  completing  two  very  successful  years  at  Green  Moun- 
tain Junior  College. 

Reports  received  from  the  post-secondary  institutions 
where  our  graduates  are  in  attendance  have  been  very  com- 
mendable and  bear  evidence  of  good  basic  high  school  training. 

SCHOLARSHIP 

The  results  of  tests  given  from  the  office  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  place  AValpole  High  above  the  state  average. 

We  are  continuing  the  use  of  the  unit  plan  with  differen- 
tiated assignments  in  all  classes.  By  this  plan  provision  is  made 
for  the  wide  variation  in  interests  and  abilites  of  our  pupils. 
Ample  opportunity  is  given  pupils  who  have  been  absent  to 
make  up  their  work. 

Realizing  the  value  of  reading  as  a  basic  need  in  all  school 
work  and  in  life  as  well.  Remedial  Reading  has  been  added  to 
the  Program  of  Studies.  Reading  tests  were  given  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  school  year  and  from  the  results  of  these  the  pupils 
needing  help  were  determined  and  given  this  opportunity  for 
improvement.  The  results  have  been  gratifying  in  most  cases. 

The  above  addition  coupled  with  the  several  changes  in  our 
Program  of  Studies  two  years  ago  is  in  keeping  with  the  gen- 
eral broadening  of  the  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  pupils. 
Today,  in  direct  contrast  to  twenty  years  ago  most  pupils  are 
continuing  through  high  school  rather  than  terminating  their 
education  with   completion  of  the  elementary  school    as  was 
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formerly  the  case.  The  enrollment  in  the  high  schools  of  the 
country  has  increased  400%  in  the  last  twenty  years.  These  ad- 
ditional services  account  in  larg  measure  for  the  increased  costs 
of  schools. 

We,  in  America,  have  committed  ourselves  to  universal  ed- 
ucation, a  course  which  insures  the  best  possible  safeguard  for 
the  preservation  of  our  democracy. 

ORGANIZATION 

Endeavoring  to  provide  some  sort  of  extra  curricula  activ- 
ity for  all  pupils  of  the  school,  athletics,  with  the  exception  of 
boys  baseball  and  basketball,  are  conducted  as  an  intramural 
program.  During  the  fall  and  spring  a  definite  outdoor  activity 
program  is  provided  for  all.  Lack  of  adequate  gymnasium 
facilities  limits  our  winter  program  to  basketball  and  ping 
pong. 

A  school  safety  patrol  was  instituted  this  year  in  an  effort 
to  provide  adequate  safety  for  our  pupils  in  crossing  the  main 
lines  of  traffic.  This  patrol,  entirely  a  pupil  project,  has  render- 
ed valuable  assistance.  It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  pay  public 
tribute  to  the  boys  and  girls  who  have  performed  so  well  in  line 
of  duty.  To  my  mind  it  is  but  one  example  to  show  that  our 
young  people  are  dependable  and  can  shoulder  responsibility, 
willingly  and  in  an  efficient  manner. 

Our  school  socials  have  been  well  attended.  The  Blue  and 
White  Club,  our  Student  Council  organization,  has  been  very 
helpful  in  this  valuable  enterprise,  taking  charge  of  all  socials 
to  date.  Each  class  plans  to  have  at  least  one  social  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  which  will  be  free  to  all  pupils. 

The  Dramatic  Club  has  made  five  public  presentations  dur- 
ing the  year.  Comment  on  the  acting,  stage  work,  and  costum- 
ing has  been  very  favorable. 

Music  has  continued  with  increased  interest  and  is  entirely 
on  a  voluntary  basis.  A  boys'  and  girls'  glee  club  has  replaced 
the  sextette  due  to  the  greater  number  desiring  to  participate. 
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The  school  orchestra  has  made  several  public  appearances  with 
pleasing  results.  Our  band  is  in  its  infancy  but  has  made  very 
satisfactory  progress. 

The  Warbler  staff  presented  a  very  fine  commencement  is- 
sue and  has  recently  released  the  mid-winter  mimeographed  edi- 
tion. 

Our  assembly  programs  have,  for  the  most  part,  been  stag- 
ed entirely  by  the  pupils  with  the  supervision  of  teacher-ad- 
visers. Some  assemblies  have  demonstrated  work  being  done  in 
the  various  classes.  The  Blue  and  White  Club  provides  for  out- 
side speakers.  At  their  assemblies  pupils  have  an  opportunity  to 
practise  proper  speaking  habits,  acquire  confidence,  politeness 
and  respect  toward  others.  During  the  year  each  pupil  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  take  part  in  at  least  one  assembly  pro- 
gram. 

AGRICULTURE 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  agricultural  department  num- 
bers twenty-two ;  ten  in  the  junior-senior  group  and  twelve  in 
the  freshman-sophomore  group. 

Last  February  Walpole  won  the  silver  loving  cup  present- 
ed each  year  by  the  New  Hampshire  Poultry  Growers  Associa- 
tion to  the  agricultural  department  in  the  state  having  the  high- 
est total  score  from  eggs  exhibited  at  the  Annual  Egg  and  Baby 
Chick  Show. 

We  were  again  pleased  to  have  two  hundred,  day  old  chicks 
presented  by  Hubbard  Farms  to  freshman  and  sophomore  boys 
having  outstanding  poultry  projects.  In  the  state  Hubbard  con- 
test three  boys  were  also  successful  in  winning  fifty  chicks  each. 

The  Future  Farmer  Organization  again  carried  on  the 
school  greenhouse  project.  Plants  were  supplied  to  people  in  the 
community  as  well  as  to  individual  members  of  the  agricultural 
classes  who  desired  them  for  school  projects. 

The  usual  spray  program  in  the  Hooper  orchard  and  com- 
munity was  carried  on.  Other  phases  of  orchard  management 
such  as  fertilizing,     pruning,  mulching     and  protecting  trees 
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against  borers  and  rodents  were  carried  on  in  the  Hooper  or- 
chard. The  trees  bent  over  by  the  hurricane  were  straightened 
and  guy  wires  adjusted  to  hold  them  in  place.  This  year  return- 
ed the  largest  yield  of  fruit  so  far,  over  one  hundred  bushels 
being  picked  by  the  boys  and  marketed. 

Our  Annual  School  Fair  was  held  October  fifth  in  the  Town 
Hall.  School  work  and  projects  were  displayed.  This  was  con- 
ducted entirely  by  the  boys  and  girls  who  as  superintendents 
secured  large  exhibits  in  all  departments.  Three  one  act  plays 
given  in  the  evening  made  a  fitting  climax  to  the  event. 

Future  Farmer  Chapter  from  Chester,  Vermont,  Alstead, 
Winchester  and  Walpole  met  at  the  Hooper  School  on  January 
twentieth  for  the  Regional  Get-to-Gether.  The  Future  Farmer 
degree  was  exemplified  by  the  Hooper  Chapter  to  twelve  candi- 
dates. 

Trips  to  the  Eastern  States  Exposition  and  to  the  Inter- 
scholastic  Judging  Contest  were  made  as  usual.  These  trips  are 
highlights  in  the  activity  program. 

Class  work  for  the  year  has  been  based  on  the  four-year 
plan  of  work  as  set  up  for  Walpole  High  School  and  based  on 
the  leading  agricultural  enterprises  of  this  community.  A  suit- 
able farm  practice  program  is  carried  on  by  each  boy  in  the 
department.  Enterprises  engaged  in  by  the  boys  include;  dairy, 
poultry,  small  fruits,  swine,  vegetable  gardening,  and  beekeep- 
ing. 

We  greatly  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  farmers  in 
the  community  who  have  made  possible  our  field  trips  through- 
out the  year. 

HOME  ECONOMICS 

The  courses  offered  this  year  to  the  girls  studying  Home 
Economics  are  The  Home,  Its  Care  and  Management  and  Cloth- 
ing and  Textiles. 

The  junior  and  senior  girls  in  their  course  in  The  Home  are 
studying  the  selection  of  a  house,  its  furnishings  and  care,  the 
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management  of  time  and  the  spending  of  money  economically. 
Sixty  hours  of  home  project  work  is  required  of  this  group,  per- 
taining, as  far  as  possible,  to  the  units  studied. 

The  freshman  and  sophomore  girls  in  Clothing  and  Textiles 
study  grooming,  the  selection  of  fabrics^  and  of  clothing  for 
the  family.  Construction,  care  of  clothing  and  of  household 
fabrics  are  also  included.  This  class  has  one  hundred  and  twenty 
hours  of  home  project  work  to  complete  during  the  year.  This 
fall  they  visited  the  Faulkner  and  Colony  woolen  mill  where 
they  could  actualy  see  woolen  materials  being  made. 

The  Home  Economics  Club  gave  a  basket  of  food  at 
Thanksgiving  and  served  a  banquet  to  forty-five  Future  Farm- 
ers in  January. 

A  hot  dish  for  lunch  has  been  served  to  a  group  averaging 
thirty  boys  and  girls  from  the  first  six  grades.  This  service  is 
available  to  all  pupils  of  the  school  at  a  cost  of  three  cents  per 
meal. 

This  fall  the  Home  Economics  classes  joined  with  the  Agri- 
cultural classes  in  sponsoring  the  fourteenth  Annual  School 
Fair. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  Su- 
perintendent, pupils,  teachers  and  townspeople  in  making  our 
school  year  a  success.

I  enclose  herewith  my  anual  report  on  the  work  and  con- 
dition of  the  North  Walpole  schools. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  registration  in  the  grades  is :  Grade  10,  Boys,  8,  Girls, 
5,  total,  13;  Grade  9,  Boys,  9,  Girls,  7,  total,  16;  Grade  Eight, 
Boys,  12,  Girls,  7,  total,  19 ;  Grade  Seven,  Boys  15,  Girls  6,  total, 
21 ;  Grade  Six,  Boys,  12,  Girls,  4,  total,  16 ;  Grade  Five,  Boys,  7, 
Girls,  8,  total,  15;  Grade  Four,  Boys,  11,  Girls,  8,  total,  19; 
Grade  Three,  Boys,  5,  Girls,  11,  total,  16 ;  Grade  Two,  Boys,  8, 
Girls,  7,  total  15;  Grade  One,  Boys,  10,  Girls,  8,  total,  18;  Sub 
Primary,  Boys,  5,  Girls,  5,  total,  10 ;  total  boys,  102,  total  girls, 
76,  grand  total,  178. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  during  the 
year. 

ATTENDANCE 

The  record  for  attendance  is  very  high.  The  averages  for 
the  grades  for  the  first  twenty  weeks  are :  Grades  Ten  and  Nine, 
98.5;  Grade  8,  98.71;  Grade  7,  97.67;  Grade  6,  97.48;  Grade  5, 
97.67;  Grade,  4,  96.80;  Grade  3,  96.94;  Grade  2,  97.95;  Grade  1, 
97.38 ;  Sub  Primary,  97.49. 

The  tardiness  record  is:  Grades  9  and  10,  35;  Grade  8,  14; 
Grade  7,  2 ;  Grade  6,  31 ;  Grade  5,  7 ;  Grade  4,  6 ;  Grade  Three, 
5 ;  Grade  2,  2 ;  Grade  1,  3 ;  Sub  Primary,  0.  Total,  105. 

SCHOLARSHIP 

The  annual  Intelligence  and  Achievement  tests  were  com- 
pleted recently.  The  results  were  to  a  large  degree  satisfactory. 
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The  tests  besides  being-  a  very  good  checkup  on  the  skills  and 
mastery  acquird  by  the  pupils  offer  helpful  lessons  and  sug- 
gestions to  the  teachers  for  remedial  work. 

Almost  two-thirds  of  the  school  year  is  completed.  A  sug- 
gestion might  be  made  at  this  time  to  the  parents  to  check 
closely  on  the  scholastic  standing  of  their  children  as  revealed 
by  the  report  cards.  If  unsatisfactory,  an  investigation  of  the 
cause  would  be  welcomed  by  the  teachers.  Such  action  often 
causes  a  beneficial  change  in  the  school  work  of  a  pupil  who 
needed  the  stimulus  of  strong  parental  interest  in  his  study 
habits. 

The  exhibition  of  the  regular  daily  school  work  of  the  pu- 
pils of  all  our  grades  recently  held  in  Russell  hall  was  an  in- 
structive display.  Many  favorable  comments  were  expressed 
on  the  character  of  the  work  presented.  The  plan  of  exhibiting 
the  children's  work  gave  the  parents  and  all  others  interested 
a  revealing  sense  of  the  nature  of  the  daily  output  of  school 
work.  It  represented,  however,  only  one  result  phase  of  school 
work.  There  remains  another  way  to  get  a  proper  viewpoint  of 
what  is  being  done  in  the  classrooms  and  that  is  by  visiting  the 
grades  while  they  are  in  session. 

Accordingly,  we  invite  the  parents  to  make  use  of  this 
means  of  keeping  in  touch  with  what  is  being  done  in  the  vil- 
lage schools. 

The  interest  and  cooperation  of  the  teachers  in  preparing 
for  the  exhibit  was  very  helpful. 

Two  musicals  were  held  during  the  past  year.  The  first  pre- 
sented in  May  was  given  by  the  pupils  of  the  primary  and  gram- 
mar grades.  To  accommodate  the  increasing  number  who  wish- 
ed to  attend  Russell  hall  was  used. 

The  efforts  of  the  children  were  received  very  favorably.  It 
is  planned  to  give  another  of  these  musicals  this  spring. 

Another  worthwhile  event  in  our  school  program  this  year 
was   the  presentation  of  the  operetta  "It  Happened  in  Hoi-

land"  by  the  pupils  of  Grades  eight,  nine  and  ten.  The  produc- 
tion was  well  presented  and  won  many  expressions  of  praise 
from  those  in  attendance.  Previous  to  the  performance  a  pleas- 
ing concert  of  several  numbers  was  given  by  the  Walpole  and 
Alstead  High  school  orchestras.  We  are  very  grateful  to  the 
members  of  the  orchestras  for  their  generous  contribution  to 
our  program. 

The  efforts  of  Miss  Evelyn  Brinton,  our  music  teacher,  in 
planning  for  the  presentation  of  these  musicals  deserve  a  spe- 
cial word  of  commendation.  Miss  Katherine  Sullivan  and  Mr. 
Joseph  Dube,  both  of  the  High  School  faculty,  also  merit  a  word 
of  appreciation  for  their  very  helpful  cooperation  in  preparing 
for  the  operetta. 

Two  other  social  gatherings  of  upper  grade  pupils  have 
been  held.  Both  were  conducted  with  the  assistance  of  Four  H 
workers.  Instructors  in  games  and  recreational  work  from  the 
State  Department  of  the  N.  Y.  A.,  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  Keene  Teachers  college  directed  the  various  numbers. 

PUPIL  SAFETY  PATROL 
A  pupil  safety  patrol  system  was  started  this  year.  A  group 
of  twelve  boys  of  the  higher  grades  has  been  carrying  out  the 
work  faithfully  and  efficiently.  All  important  cross  overs  are 
protected  six  times  a  day.  The  patrol  is  doing  a  very  helpful 
service  and  justifies  its  institution.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
district  on  Saturday,  the  16th  day  of  March,  1940,  at  2.00 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  two  members  of  the  school  board  for  three 
years. 

4.  To  choose  a  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  choose  two  auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

6.  To  hear  reports  of  the  School  Board  and  Treasurer 
and  take  any  action  thereon  deemed  necessary. 

7.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  make  any  alterations 
in  the  amount  of  money  to  be  assessed  to  meet  the  1940-1941 
budget  as  printed  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

8.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  its  School  Board 
to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  School  District  of  Rockingham 
for  the  payment  of  high  school  tuition. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  repairs  and  new  equipment. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  allow  the  pupils 
north  of  Cold  River  bridge  to  enter  the  contract  for  the  pay- 
ment of  high  school  tuition  at  the  Rockingham  High  School. 
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11.  To  see  what  action  the  district  will  take  in  making  a 
school  division  line  between  North  Walpole  and  Walpole  which 
was  understood  as  the  Cold  River  bridge,  but  is  now  uncertain.
